The house 
conferees are convinced that they can 
win, supported as they are almost by 
the unanimous sentiment of their 
party In the bouse, and eotne of them 
talks with resignation of rwnajni-n 
here all summer rather than yield to 
the senate on this point. 


There were rumors during the day 


that the senate conferees were about 
to surrender on sugar, but they proved 
to be utterly without foondatlon. Be- 
lieving that if the senate itself were 
permitted to rote on the question it 
would recede from its rates on sugar 
there was also talk during the day of 
forcing an expression on the subject 
from the senate in some way for its ef- 
fect on the conferees, but this, also, on 
investigation, proved to be little more 
than idle gossip. 


So far as can be ascertained tine sen- 


ate conferees are determined BE those 
of the house not to surrender. 


There 4s little doubt, however, that 


they would accept a compromise if the 
other side would agree to It. The dif- 
ficulty is that the house conferees re- 
fuse to entertain any proposition for 
compromise. Thus far, their ultimat- 
um has been, 'The house schedule or 
nothing." 


While tie sugar schedule blocks the 


way to an agreement the conferees 
hare not been idle. Much progress has 
been made with the minor features of 
the bill and tentative agreements have 
ben reached In many of the important 
paragraphs.

Alizarin ax made by chemists has to- 
tally destroyed the trade in the natural 
article, and hundreds of other things, 
among them being manufactured bat- 
ter. teay be ioendoaed where science 
has done stray with nature's methods. 


Professor Tassin thinks that chem- 


istry will be able to make a perfect food 
resembling the natural one in nutritions 
properties, and that it will even go far- 
ther and do away with the form of 
food as vra at present know it. We 
will be able to take the elements com- 
posing certain articles of diet and in- 
troduce them direct into the hwnau 
stomach -without going first through 
the <*ag» of edibles. The trouble has 
bee: «hat while all food IB composed of 
gnrfc elements as hydrogen, oxygen, car- 
boa and nitrogen, it was jnjposeible to 
make, the stomach assimilate these ele- 
ments when taken as each, even in the 
exact proportions contained in the food, 
and even were we now to take tbe ex- 
act amount of these elements contained 
in a meal of meat, bread, milk and 
potatoes we would net find tbe least 
beneficial effect 
» A meal for the average grown person 
engaged in ordinary work i* estimated 
*& be about 8 ounces of meat, 30 ounces 
of wheat bread, 30 ounces of potatoes 
and an ounce of batter. If science can 
famish us With tbe exact amount of 
elements contained in thie amount of 
feed and place it in mch a form that it 
wi-U be assimilated, the problem is 
solved. Science has already found out 
what composes all foods. It knows the 
exact quantity in each article of diet 
The remaining trouble is to get these 
elements in such shape that they can be 
accepted by the stomach as easily in 
that way as in the form of present food. 


Ai far as waking meats, cereals, veg- 


etables and fruits directly from chem- 
icals, that would be the easiest task to 
aceompiisb, more easy than the intro- 
ducing of the elements in primitive 
fora into the human body. A famous

Five thousand persons at Blair park,

Emigration from the middle west to 


tbe sooth bat attained socb proportions 
•bat it is vitw«-l by the press and many 
of the people of the former section with 
• degree of disfavor that is akin to 
alarm. The state of Michigan is one of 
the commonwealths that are seriously 
affected by this movement In order to 
check the esodos tbe Paaaengar associa- 
tion of that state ha* taken action 
against giving reduced rates to home 
seekaas' excursions. 


The Detroit Journal says that this 


action wa? taken on the ground that 
snch excursions encourage emigration to 
the disadvantage of tbe state. The iu- 
ereste of the railroads represented, as 
well as those of tha state, are involved, 
and The Journal says the association 
ook an "intelligent view of the mat- 
er." Our Detroit contemporary sob- 
mite that if the railroad* should by of- 
fering special excursion inducement* 
encourage emigration their own inter- 
ests would suffer more or less therefrom. 


We suppose this is lawful and it may 


be politic, hot it is very nnuroal. if not 
an entirely new departure. It baa never 
been the custom of transportation com- 
panies to discriminate in favor ot one 
tnd against another kind of excursion 
parties. The railroads hare made *e- 
Inctiona in rates for pojitioal, religious, 
social, educational and many other in- 
terest*. Daring the campaign of 1806 
millions of men were transported for 
Mlf fare or less, and many of them for 


good deal less, in order that they 


might attend political meetings. Tbis 
was not merely proper, but commend- 
able, and we have no doubt i* was prof- 
itable to tbe railroads. There are half 
fare excursions every day in the year to 
points of interest in all parte of the 
country. Hundreds of them go to every 
point of tbe compass on long or short 
routes to tbe profit cf the roads, to the 
benefit of the people whom they carry 
and of the residents of tbe localities 
which they visit. Duriag tbe last few 
years the home seekers' excursion has 
became almost an established institu- 
tion, and it has received the aame con- 
sideration at the hands of the railways 
that they have accorded to other parties. 


But it appears that Michigan ban had 


enough of this Wad of traveling, and 
tfae railroads of that state deem it expe- 
dient to apply tbe brakes in tbe shape 
of fall fare tor all horae seekers whether 
they go singly or in hundreds. Tbe 
Journal thinks that in taking this ac- 
tion againqt home seekers' excursions 
the association has . undoubtedly done a 
good thing for the would be home seek- 
ers, who woold avail themselves of the 
inducements offered to emigrate to some 
other state. Tbe reason -why The Jour- 
nal thinks that way is found in its as- 
sertion that Michigan is one of the best 
and most desirable states of tbe Union 
to live in and that, of the people -who 
have moved out cf it, hoping and expeot- 
ing to better tbwir condition, a largs 
majority have been disappointed. 


Undoubtedly Michigan is a good state 


for all of her citizens who are contented, 
but that a great many Michigan people 
are not contented is evident from this 
action of the transportation companies. 
Many families from that state have gone 
south, and others are preparing to go, 
Tbis denial of excursion rates may check 
the movement to some extent, bnt it 
•will not stop it. The advantages offered 
by the south will inevitably draw large- 
ly from the northwest. — Washington 
Post.

Trusts are 
the natural outcome of the contraction 
of bnnneac trade and profits due to tbe 
contraction of currency. The theory that 
a prohibitive law can be made effective 
is a faDaey on tbe face of it, for cur- 
rency contraction drives all business 
and all capital into concentrated chan- 
nels, and this movement is in the na- 
ture of things irresistible. 


A partial remedy for trusts of a semi- 


public character is to be found, as the 
supreme court intimated, in a species of 
federal, state and municipal paternal- 
urn, bnt the real and only trne remedy 
is to be found in the restoration of bi- 
metallism, which would result in a 
gradual and healthy expansion in the 


of onr money, iu the gradual 


rise of prices, tbe increase of business 
and trade and the renewal of industrial 
activity in all parts of the republic. 


An editorial article, in which The 


Constitution recently discussed the na- 
ture of trusts and tbe remedy for them, 
has gone tbe rounds of tbe press with 
such Bingnlnr marks of approval that 
we are justified iu saying that it struck 
the keynote of tbe situation. In that ar- 
ticle we showed that the trust evil is 
not only of 
comparatively recent 


growth, but that its origin and develop- 
ment are coincident with the success of 
the secret movement to demonetize sil- 
ver and contract tbe currency. 


What trust or combination of capital 


strong enough to strangle competition 
was to be found in the country 85 years 
ago? What syndicate of bankers was 
powerful enough to interfere with tbe 
natural laws of trade, and artificially 
increase the rates of sterling exchange 
so as to cause the export of gold iu tbe 
face of a large balance of trade in favor 
ef this country? There was not a trust 
In existence in this country, as trusts 
are now known, and there was no bank- 
ing syndicate powerful enough to dis- 
turb our currency system. 


Why? Because there was plenty of 


money in circulation, acd tbe supply of 
available capital was ample to meet all 
the demands made upon it. A man 
with a Email business could get as much 
money proportionately as a firm with a 
large business. Prices were at a profit- 
able level for all producers, and profits 
in trade snU business \rere Iwgs in pro- 
portion. 


According to the present arguments 


of the gold men, everything should have 
been topsy-turvy iu business and trade 
25 years aso. Why? Simply because we 
had that hideous nightmare of the goM- 
ites, an "nngonnd" currency. Wo had 
—horror of horrors!— "dishonest" and 
"depreciated" money. Gold, though a 
dollar of that metal would buy no more 
than 48 cents' worth of bullion silver 
will buy today, was at a premium. The 
greenbacks were ""depreciated," our 
whole currency system was precisely in 
the fix that the gold men say it would 
be if wa were now to open the mints to 
the free coinage of silver. According to 
the arguments and assumptions of tbe 
gold men, the people of the country 
should have- been in a most deplorable 
condition. 


But they were not. They were highly 


prosperous, and the progperity was gen- 
eraJ. It was not confined to a few cap- 
italists at the money centers, bnt per- 
meated all lines of business and all 
channels of trr.de, .ind the enterprise 
and energy of individuals had the 
widest possible field, of which they 
were not slow to taie advantage. And 
there were no trnsts. The supply of 
available capital was so ample that 
business wen were able to secure all 
that their resources and prospects justi- 
fied. 


There was no room for trnsts. During 


the ten years preceding 1872 the cur- 
rency of tho country had been greatly 
expanded by the war necessities of the 
government. What tho :acccy lending 
tlass regarded as a misfortune was in 
reality a blessing for the north. Gold 
had gone into hiding at the first smell 
of gunpowder, as it always does, and 
the war as well as all business was car- 
ried on by means of a "depreciated, " an 
"unsouud" and a "dinhonest" dollar, 
the greenback. At tho north business 
and enterprise expamk-d with the ex- 
panding currency, and it w;is not until 
silver was demonetized that paralysis 
fell on trade and business.

binations to strangle competition. Tlieso 
concerns are not so much the outgrowth 
of man's natural greed as they aro cf 
tho inevitable contraction of buKinesa 
and profit*! under tho gold standard.

Wix-never 'ujs 
toautry bsu» an elastic currency based 
or. a system which will cot permit u 
few men to control and congest the 
oioury of the- oouutry subject to their 
fill, we v.'iU bt-.ir !«.» about trust* than 
are do new. Trusts have their dewlop- 
tueut in hard riuu-s, aud shey flourish 
in periods of business depression. That 
is why they have bloomed like green 
buys during the past few years, and 
why tho attention cf tho public has been 
directed to them more thun ever before. 
Return to tho conditions existing prior 
to 1S73, when the mints were open to 
the fivo coinage of both gold and silver, 
and the trust evil will disappear like 
mist before the sun. As it is now, com- 
bined capital can take care of itself, but 
it is the struggling industries which 
cannot withstand the prepare to which 
they are subjected by the combinations 
which arc formed against them. Enable 
the people to secure employment at re- 
munerative rates and start the wheels 
of industry and commerce in motion 
again by a change in currency condi- 
tions, and the small and struggling en- 
terprises will be enabled to take care of 
themselves against their most potent 
competitors. —Atlanta Constitution.

ToTdnc Flanta With Ether. 


Attention is being attracted to th 


UK of ether and chloroform vapon on 
tewing agents. It has been shown by a 
number of investigators that the vapor 
of chloroform or ether has a marked ef 
feet upon the respiration of a plant, in 
creasing it in some cawi to a market 
degree, as explained by Professor Gal 
loway. Increasing the respiration sim 
ply means that the plant is being mad* 
to do more work than normal. Be says 
"It must be remembered, nowever, tba 
in doing this the plant is living beyom 
its means, and sooner or later there 
must be a reckoning which may prove 
disastrous. The plant responds to the 
ether treatment just as it would to any 
other irritating influence, and the erter 
in the end iiiust be the same as when an 
extra stimulus is present — namely, in 
creased energy for the time, followed by 
collapse and death if the matter is car 
ried far euongh 
In cases of bulbs an 


woody plants, where there is more o 
less stored energy in the form o' foot 
material, etherizing might work to ad 
vantage in starting growth. This seem 
to havo been the line of work carriet 
ou by the Danish investigator. From 
the report of Consul Kirk, however, the 
conclusions have not been very definite. '
